raris, Oct. 14—A local paper sayb 


"We have received from our Madrid cor- 
respondent a dispatch dated Oct 12, as- 
e^rting that a report was circulated in 
Madrid to the effect that the commis- 
sioners were exchialvely occupied with 
the Cuban question, and that they had 
agreed except upon the evacuation by 
the Spanish troops, the surrender of war 
material and the question of the Cuban 
debt The respective governments are 
now examining these questions. 


"Spain is said to be willing: to sur- 


render the war material, provided the 
Americans accord an extension of time 
for the evacuation, and In spite of the 
fact that the date on which the Ameri- 
cans will assume the administration of 
the island Is Dec. 1. An agreement on 
the debt question in more difficult, the 
Americans claiming that the question Is 
Irrelevant because the United States IB 
not annetlng Cuba. The Americans 
further hold that much of the Cuban 
debt TI as incui red before the civil war of 
1895, and that the whole of the debt since 
contracted has been devoted entirely to 
the prevention of Cuban Independence, 
wherefore the ultimate settlement of the 
debt should devolve upon the Cuban, gov- 
ernment 
Thus Spain would prefer the 


annexation of Cuba to the United States. 
It is further affirmed that, failing an 
agreement between the commissions, thia 
matter will be submitted to arbitration." 


Killing; Wai Keoiprocnttd. 


Venice, Oct 14.—The king and queen of 


Italj met the emperor aim empress of 
Germany at the railroad station yester- 
day. The meeting was of the most 
cordial nature. Emperor William kissed 
the hand of th« queen of Italy, and King 
Humbert kissed the hand of the empress 
of Germany. The queen and the em- 
press embraced. While the meeting 
in progress military bands played-the 
national anthema 


The emperor and empress, accom- 


panied by Kins Humbert and Queen 
Margaret, w ere row ed to the palace in 
the state gondolas by way of the grand 
canal. The emperor and the king occu- 
pied one gondola and the empress and 
the queen ware seated in another. Both 
these boats were escorted by eight mu- 
nicipal barges, richly ornamented, and 
were followed by a great flotilla uf gon- 
dolas. Tftfere was great cheering all 
along the route, and crowds of people 
•welcomed the visitors. 
After their 


majesties had entered the palace they 
appeared on a balcony, which brought 
forth a/renewal of the acclamations of 
the people, and the bands played the 
Italian and German anthems. 


After luncheon at the palace the em- 


peror and empress boarded the imperial 
yacht and sailed for Constantinople, 
convoyed by a German cruiser. The 
warships In port saluted, and the im- 
perial travelers were repeatedly cheered 
by the crowds as the yacht went to sea. 


No Cstnce For Real l>Upntfl. 


London, Oct 
14 — Henry Asqulth, 


Liberal member of parliament for East 
Fife and former home secretary, In an 
address to hie constituents, spoke of the 
situation at Fashoda in a strain similar 
to Lord Bosebery'a declaration Wednes- 
day at Epsom. He eaid it was the duty 
of patriotic Britons and lovers of peace 
not to say a word that might even seem 
to impair the title of Lord Salisbury's 
governtnent to act In the name of a 
united people. "Grave as Is the situa- 
tion," he continued, "ft Is difficult to find 
a cause for real dispute, as the interna- 
tional status of the valley of the upper 
Nile cannot be a matter for serious con- 
troversy b&ween the French and Brit- 
ish governments "

Rome, Oct. 14.—Great Britain, Russia, 


France and Italy have decided to reject 
the porte's suggested modification, in

of the finance commlltce of the city 
government Thursday Mi. Estes, an ac- 
countant employed to 
examine the 


books of ex-Collector Keough, made a 
partial report, showing an apparent de- 
ficiency of about J115,000. According to 
Keou&h's Dooks there were unpaid taxes 
amounting to |J6 842 In 18S6, »9!,959 In 
1896 ana H65.S65 In 1887, a total of M76,- 
164. According to the city treasurer's 
ledger the outstanding taxes for the 
fliTerent years ar*: 18M, |17,M3; 1896. 
5100,170. and 1897. IiJ2,408. a total of 
5269,841. 


In examining the books Mr. Estessays 


that he found many cases In which cred- 
its had evidently been made in lead 
pencil and then erased. Tlia amount 
represented by these marks was about 
1118,000. He exhibited to the committee 
a check for 94,002, drawn on the City 
National bank by the George C. Gill 
Paper company. In payment for Its 
1897 


taxes, 
which was Indorsed by Mr. 


Keough as tax collector, and which had 
also passed through the city treasurer's 
hamls, but for which there won no credit 
on the books. He also cited an item of 
$500 interest paid by the same concern 
for which no corresponding credit ap- 
peared. Another instance of absence of 
credit was the case of the Deane Steam 
Pump company, the tax collector's 
books showlrg an unpaid balance of 
1700 In 1896 '.axes and no credits for Its 
1S97 taxes.

Dawes, comptroller of the currency, 
wired the cashier of the Tloga National 
back of Owego, N. Y., of which Senator 
T. C. Flatt Is prealdent, to close the doors 
of the institution, receive no more de- 
posits and transact no more business. 
This action was taken as a result of a 
recent examination, which disclosed a 
large defalcation on the part of EH W. 
Stone, the assistant cashier of the bank. 


Stone died Wednesday night shortly 


after he had been confronted by the ex- 
aminer with the defalcation. He con- 
fessed his guilt. The examiner reports 
that from as careful an examination of 
the books as he ha* been able to make, 
there Is no evidence whatever of any 
complicity on the part of the other offi- 
cers of the bank. The defalcation oc-

ing straight through everything without 
sword or revolver drawn, fouud his horse 
on its bead and. the swords swooping 
about his own.- Ho got the chargor up 
again and, rode-on straight, unharmed, 
through everything.

Tho flttg of tho Confiderftcyt or rather 


tho !!&«• of th* Confederacy, hud winio ou- 
rloiu bltt of blitorrattaohcd to their <rzlit- 
enoe. On March 6, 1861, tbe proTlnlonal 
Confederate oongrefi* ntcon1 mended that 
"the 6*K of tha Confed*r«to StaUa of 
Amertc* flhftll oonslrt of a rod lieW, with 
• white apace estendinz horizontally 
through tb* center and equal In width to 
one-third the width of tho flag, tho red, 
vpoeca above and below to be oJ tho BHDJO 
vldtlk as fhe whlto, the union, blue, ex- 
tending down through thewbtt« Ki;aees 
and stopping at tho lower rod ppacu, in 
the center of the union a clrclu uf wlilto 
stare corresponding Iu number tr th the 
etatus of tbo Confederacy." It wns flrsfc 
displayed in public March 4,1301, the dny 
of the Inauguration of Lincoln, and way 
unfurled over thu atateboutw ut Montgom- 
ery, Ala. 


On the batttefleld the flftg bore en^h a 


BinllaritT to the Union fUf th*t in Sop- 
tember, 1361, for the Army of thoPotoinao, 
Generals Rcauregnrd and Johuaton oraated 
whnt aftenriirct bacnme known oatho bat- 
tlo Hog—a red ground with a blue diagonal 
oross emblazoned \vith white stars, one for 
caoh state. This form wns adopted by nil 
of the troops e«st of tbe Mluliaippi river. 
The first design, bearing the objection of 
nffemblnnce to tho etnrs and strlpefl, and 
the battleflng haTlng BO reverse, the Oon- 
federato senate In April, 1863, adopted a 
white flag, with a broad bluo bar in Its 
center, which was amended by inserting 
the battleflag design as tha union, with a 
plain white ground for tbe field. This ar- 
rangement afterward proved faulty, as at 
a distance the large white field resembled 
a flag of trace, and also, as combined with 
the union! was similar to the English 
whlto ensign. 


On Feb. 4, 18G5, the Confederate Renate 


adopted a third change; "The width, two- 
thirds of its length, with the union, now 
used as a battleflag, to be In width threa- 
flfths of the width of tho flag, and so pro- 
portioned as to leave the length of the field 
on the side of the union twice the width 
below it; to have a ground of red and 
broad blue saltier thereon, bordered with 
white and emb)a7,oned with mullets or five 
pointed stars corresponding iu number to 
that cf the Confederate states; the field 
to be white, except the outer half from the 
union, whloh shall be a red bar, extending 
tbe width of the flag."—Ohio Valley Man- 
ufacturer.

An English surgeon, I)r Ryan, while 


serving with tho Turkish array In the 
campaign of 1877-8 raw a marvelous ex- 
hibition of the fortitude that resists pain 
an<l nuataing with cheerfulness a violent 
physical shock. 


Tho surgeon's flrct capital operation 


was performed on r. Turkish soldierwhose 
bnoe had been K'TT'I red by a shell. Ho re- 
fnscd to taKo rKt r tform, and the surgeon 
took his log c'~ ..bove tho knee. 


He never groaned nor uttered an ex- 


clamation, but smoked a cigarette during 
the opi'intton. When the Turkish captain 
came around with his notebook to take 
down tho name, age and regiment of eaoh 
wounded man, hispatieot answered quiet- 
ly all questions, though the surgeon waa 
stitchinK up the flap ot skin over the 
stump. 


At the first battle of Plevna Dr. Ryan 


worked all day among tho wounded. In 
his book, "Under tho Bod Crescent," he 
records that In all his surgical experience 
ho has never known men to exhibit euoh 
fortitude under Intense agony as did these 
Turkish soldiers. 


Tho recovery of the wounded, consider- 


ing the unfavorable conditions under 
which they wore treated, filled him with 
wonder. Their Injuries were terrible, but 
their splendid physique, unimpaired by 
intemperance, enabled many of them after 
a few weeks in the hospital to resume their 
places In the ranks 


"I never saw a private soldier under the 


influence of liquor during the whole time 
that I was In tho country," writes Sur- 
geon Ryan. ''There were many of these 
men whose lives I could have saved if I 
oould have persuaded them to tako stimu- 
lants, but it was impossible to got them 
to touch alcohol even as medicine. 


"The principles of tholr religion forbid 


€he use of alcohol, and Chi) humble Turk 
clings so tenaciously to his religion thafc 
he would rather meet death itself than 
violate its precepts.'' 


Many of the wounded lost their llres 


owing to their religious belief that the loss 
of a limb would prevent them from en- 
tering paradise. They refused to submit 
to amputation, preferring to die nther 
than to live maimed.

John Bamett Moore In that 
oillce, Is i>noulliirly fitted to occupy the 
position. lie Is an expert on International 
law, and just now, 'when we have appar- 
ently adopted a policy of national expan- 
sion, such a man Is highly necessary la 
the department of state. 


Dr. Hill la a scholarly gentleman, who 


Is thoroughly up to date. He has taken a, 
prominent part In New York state polities 
from time to tlma and bos always evinced 
• lively interest In current events, some-

thing which few college presidents usually 
neglect to do. When his appointment was 
iimiio, ho was traveling in Europe, but 
started back atonce in response to a cable- 
gram from President McKinloy. 


Dr. Hill was burn in Pluinflold, H. J., 


on June 10, 1830. He Is tho son of a Bap- 
tist minister, tho Rev. Daniel T. Hill, lie 
was prepared for college at Suftlold, Conn., 
and at Cooporstown, N. Y. At tho latter 
Bohool he wrote u series of short sketches 
and a blograpUy of Ulysses S. Grant. 


At tho ago of 80 ho entered the Uni- 


versity of Lowlsbnrg, now Bucknell. 
In 


his junior year ho rocrlved the prize for 
oratory. At his graauation ho became an 
instructor In his alma' mater, and later 
professor of rhetoric. 


About this time he began to write on 


educational subjects, publishing in quick 
succession "The Science of Rhetoric," 
"The Elements of Rhetoric" and a series 
of essays on American authors similar to 
Morloy's "English Men of Letters." 


Dr. Hill was mode president of Bnok- 


nell In 1879. In 1084 Madison college gave 


| him the degree of 1*L. D. Ho soon began 
| to write essays on "Principles and Falla- 


cies of Socialism," which were afterward 
published In Lovoll's Library. An analytic! 
edition of "Jevons1 Elements of Hnetorlo" 


i soon appeared. Several other works oame 
i next, and then his "Elements of Psyohol- 


I ogy," which has been eomnumded by 


critics as a textbook. 


In 1889 he became president of the Unl- 


i versity of Rochester, as successor to Mar- 


tin B. Anderson. 
This place he filled to 


tho date of his resignation In 1896. In the 
later years of bis presidency he took an 


. active part in several political campaigns.

Tbe divisions of 
tlm» an marked on each side of tbe 
tube- Inside the glass tube is a smaller 
tube shaped very ranch aa an hourglass. 
Some mercury and a temp of blotting 
paper for the purpose of t,-.k|ng up any 
moisture that might gather in the tube 
an placed at aaob aid. 


The mercury in the top end of the 


tube-is placed opposite tbe mark of tbe 
proper time and falls to the bottom of 
tbe tnbo exactly as the time pacses. 
When it has ma out from the top, the 
frame can be turned and the meroorj 
set to time on tbe other side. Thus ii 
registers tbe seconds undlionrs quite as 
accurately at any other timepiece—the 
drawback to inch an arrangement being, 
of course, tbe tuning of the frame, a 
taskaa irksome a> that of winding a 
clock.—Exchange.

WAR INQUIRY. 


AOnlMlou by a Snrgraa AbeM AflBln 
la Gawp TttoniBi, 


Washington, Oct. 14.—Besides examlnr 


Ing Dr. Heff, who was chief surgeon at 
Camp Thomas, the war Investigators1 
yesterday 3^e some attention to the 
papers submitted by Secretary Alger, 
with his statement concerning the con- 
duct of the war. The documents reveal 
that General Miles recommended the oc- 
cupation of the Isle of Pines about the 
time of th« battle of Santiago, and that 
Secretary Alger disapproved the sug- 
gestion, that he recommended that a 
point between Santiago and Porto Rico 
be taken previous to the beginning of 
either campaign; that there was an ap- 
parent conflict of authority between the 
general and Shafter at Tajnpa before 
the Santiago campaign was Inaugurated, 
and that orders were Issued by the secre- 
tary of_war that, in the event that Gen- 
eral Shafter should be disabled by sick- 
ness or oth«r cause, the command of the 
troops at Santiago should devolve upon 
General Wheeler, and upon the next in 
command in caee of disability of both 
Shafter and Wheeler. 


During Dr Hoff'3 examination he said 


that he knew of no case in which men in 
the hOBpitals had been compelled to lie 
on the gi outid, but he thought there were 
probably case}, in v> hioh sick men had 
been kept under files for several days.

'with diseases incidental to the south;

patients had gone without water for 24 
hours and in which sick men went with- 
out attention from a surgeon, er without 
receiving a dose of medicine for a. week. 
Replying, Dr. Hnff said that several 
southern physicians were engaged at 
the hospital, an* that h« did not think It 
pomlble that men could have been ne- 
glected as Indicated by the governor's 
letter. He Jiad not heard of such cases. 


Dr. Roff said that there had been a 


shortage in medical supplies for several 
weeks, But there was generally suf- 
ficient to meet the immediate demands. 
Sane requisitions had been returned by 
the Washington authorities because im- 
properly filled, and lie was under the 1m- 
pretslon that there had been complaints 
of some suffering on this account. There 
was considerable delay In securing floor- 
ing for tk> tents.

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CIVIL WAR LITERATURE STILL IN 


GREAT AND INCREASING DEMAND. 


R. Gll*m*>* «LI»colm Bad the

Though perhaps not now a resident of tliii 
town, Mr. Gllmore has long been a fainil 
iar figure on the streets of New York, and 
there In scarcely a publisher who U not 
glad to rlalu him BB a friend. 


Mr Gllmore, who was known- to the 


rwullTiif public more than a generation 
ago M Edmund Kirku, Is BOW 76; but, 
judging from the vigor of the sentences in 
his "Lincoln," his pen has not yet lost Its 
cunning, nor is It likely to for some years 
to come. This should be considered a mat- 
ter for real congratulation (o all who hopo 
for an ultimate clear understanding of 
•ho truth regarding many things connect- 
ed with the civil war, for In soiue nspocta 
he I* exceptionally well potted, and he 
oartalnly possesses the ability to toll what 
ho knows with clearness and accuracy. 


OIlBtore's Civil War gervtoee. 


Mr. GIlmOM spent a goed part of his 


later minority in the south buying turpen- 
tine, cotton and grain from the planters 
as an agent of an antebellum New York 
commission house. 
In this pursuit he 


did so well that at 19 he was made a part- 
ner in the firm. By the time he was 85 
he felt strong enough to establish a com- 
mission house of his own, and when he 
wn» 34, In 1897, ho bad secured a fortune 
which he considered large enough to justi 
fv retiring from commercial life. This 
did net mcsn idleness, however, as he had 
made heavy Investments in real estate 
near Now York, and he devoted his time 
alternately to looking after its manage- 
ment and travel. He had written a good 
deal for the press at Intervals, despite the 
pressure of his busiuess affairs, and the 
fall of Smntcr in 1861 found him visiting 
In thn south and engaged in the prepara- 
tion of a volume which afterward became 
famous under the title of "Among the 
Pines." 


He came north at once, and, believing 


be could be of more service to the right as 
he saw It by the exercise of his pen than 
In any other way, devoted himself for 
some time to writing and to editing The 
Continental Monthly, jointly established 
by himself and Charles G. Leland, the 
Hans Breituiann of the fifties. All this 
time Mr. Gllmore enjoyed the closest 
friendship of President Lincoln, who re- 
peatedly called upon him for Informa- 
tion concerning southern affairs and south- 
ern men, much of whioh had come into 
his possession through his business con- 
nections 
Several times he was Intrusted 


with the most deljoato personal missions 
to the front by the president, and in 1864 
ha was delegated with another to visit 
Jefferson Davis at Richmond to talk over 
a possible peace. 


This did not come to mncn apparently, 


its only surface result being the making 
of a declaration by Mr. Davis that peace 
could be arranged only on the basis of 
Confederate independence. That was real- 
ly of the utmost importance, however, as 
it broke up the peace (arty, so called, at 
the north, whioh was exactly what Lin- 
coln, who was really an arch politician, 
desired. From this skeleton story of Mr. 
Gllraore's civil war work it can b* seen 
that he enjuyed unusual facilities for 
knowing many inside facts which could 
not properly safely be given to the public 
until after the lapue of years. 


A ClTll Wur Novelist. 


Captain F. A. Uitofael's civil war novel, 


"Confesaionsof an Aide-de-Camp," comes 
out as the "complete story" In Llppin- 
oott's Mngazluo at practically tho same 
time us lir. Gilmore's book. In its way 
the story Is almost as enlightening, too, 
for while In no sense autobiographical, 
the plot being entirely imaginary, the au- 
thor of "ConfesdoDBof an Aide-de-Canip" 
was himsolf in fuotanaide-du-camp on the 
staff of his father, General O. M. Mitchel, 
and the story depicts the life of an aide in 
tho civil war to the letter. The general 
would undoubtedly have played a very Im- 
portant part In the civil war had not his 
career bean out short by yellow fever in 
16G2. 


Captain Hitehol has been writing 


civil war fiction for mvernl years now, 
and his stories of "Chickamanga" and 
"Chattanooga" have had wide circulation 
both in book and newspaper serial form. 
He has also produced a few short stories of 
the oivil war. Some day he may write a 
story baaed on his yellow fever experi- 
ences. Should bo conclude to do this, tho 
result ought to be strong and realistic, for 
he was attacked by tbe dread disease at 
the same time as his father. 


Captain Mitehel i» nndonbtedly one of 


tho best read men in the world, so far as 
fiction is concerned, since for years he has 
been a story reader for one of thu largest 
newspaper syndicates in 'existence. 
In 


this way ha has acquired the most exatt- 
ing critical taste, a circumstance which 
mokes it extremely difficult for him to be 
satisfied with his own composition, and 
has been responsible for no end of rewrit* 
ing and polishing up of his stories before 
giving them over to the hand of the 
printer. 


SpBulnh War and the Mon«rtne«.

In th» rear the building is 
riddled with bullere and buckshot. All 
the window prtnes bear bullet holes, and 
the roof ot the coal shed was mowed 
by a charge of buckshot that was fired 
at Eyater just as he sprang through th« 
skylights Into the miners' hall. Gun- 
wads ajnd cartridge shells lie scattered 
around the rear of the store. Six feel 
from the rear of the Climax store stands 
the covered delivery wagon in which 
Eyster made the trip to the stockade 
with physicians.

•wagon, the tongue ia broken off short, 
and the stub end is bloodstained. It la 
learned that the team of horses, shot 
and goaded to madness by the wounds, 
broke the tongue and ran.

U deaths- The coal company has shown 
no sign of a purpose to abandon its plan 
of operating its mines with imported 
negroes, as was evidenced'yesterday af- 
ternoon, when another trainload arrived 
at the stockade. Captain Fevior, who 
was In command thfcfe, shouted: "Don't 
allow Anyone Nr-tfisembark'from that 
tram." 


The gate was opened and a file of sol- 


diers ruphed out in the double quick 
with fixed bayonets ant! lined up along- 
side of the train. General Manager 
Luk-ens made a foimal request that his 
employes be allowed to land and enter 
the stockade. 
Captain Fevior declined 


to grant this. Then Mr. Lulcens put it 
In a form of a demand, but the officer re- 
plied that he was under orders from 
Governor Tanner, to prevent the disem- 
barkating of any negro miners at the 
works. Lmkers protested In vain, and 
tire train pulled out, headed south. 


By this time the advance guard of 


•trlkers gathered at the depot had ad- 
vanced up the track to within 100 yards 
of the stockade, where they remained 
tin-til the train passed, wfren they greet- 
ed it with waving hats and cheers for 
Governor Tanner. After the departure 
of the train, Mr. Imkens said: "From 
my own personal knowledge I can say 
that no shots were fired from the train 
carrying the negro miners until at least 
COO shots had been fired into It and sev- 
eral of the guards were wounded. The 
strikers commenced firing on the train 
Just aft^r it had passed the depot and 
kept 'it up as long as the train was within 
gunshot. When the trafn stopped at the 
gate, our guards were there to assist in 
unloading the oars. But few shots were 
fired by thejn, most of the defense firing 
being done by the train guards."

of the most trying parts of a house to 
properly furnish and is but seldom real- 
ly artistic. With the necessity for a dis- 
tinct style of its own the furnishings 
must still in a measure harmonize with 
those of the rooms opening out of It. 
In most houses the hall is spacious and 
Bc^Ufire. Long, narrow halls are never 
seen nowadays except in very old faah- 
ioned houses.

"In 
our old house the long hall was furnish- 
ed with a strip of carpet, a hatrack, a 
tiny table for cards and a big old fash- 
ioned chair."

It aa a room, not as a hallway, and then

There is no place in my house that 
pleases me better and Is more admired 
than my reception hall," said a visitor. 


"Yes, but you are naturally artistic 


and tasteful, whereas I haven't the least 
mite of originality or eye for harmony," 
sighed the despairing one.

When fruit, gravy, tea or wine hat 


been spilt on the cloth, the stain should 
have boiling water poured through the 
mark until it disappears, and, if nec- 
essary, it should be rubbed with lemon 
juice. It can then be dipped in a little 
starch and ironed at once. In this way 
cloths can be Kept "spotless" for a 
week. In the bedrooms the towel horse 
should always be well filled. 


Spotless table and bedroom linen is 


an essential In a well kept house. 


Sheets may be made to duty longer 


than usual if only a clean top sheet is 
used, the one that has been on the top 
previously being put underneath. "White 
quilts look nice and fresh in the coun- 
try, but a bedspread of bright colored 
cretonne or linen, with deep rich frills, 
which do away with all need of a 
valance, is preferable. 


Where there is a baby In the house it 


is the wisest and best policy to have a 
good nurse, even if the cook and house- 
maid must be dispensed with and one 
good general servant only retained. 
Many young mothers say, "I shall look 
after baby entirely myself, only allow- 
ing Jane or Mary to take him out in 
his perambulator." The consequence Is 
the mother has not a minute to herself. 
One off the maids has to go out in the 
morning when she ought to be doing 
her work, and during the evening when 
she ought to be waiting at table cries 
from the nursery take her or her mis- 
tress out of the room. Meals are un- 
comfortable, and it Is little wonder that 
the husband grumbles. 


It is far easiei and better from ev- 


ery point of view to keep only one 
house servant. The mistress can help 
her by dusting the parlor, trimming 
the lamps and even washing up deli- 
cate glass and china or cleaning some 
of the silver, for which she must pro- 
vide herself with a pair of gloves, but 
let there be a nurse and a nursery by 
all means. 


The nurse will keep her rooms in or- 


der, and there should be a set of crock- 
ery, a kettle and so forth in the cup- 
board to enable her to get tea and 
breakfast in the nursery. She will do 
a certain amount of washing and must 
make the child's clothes. Therefore It 
will be economical to have her. Of 
course she will wear the ordinary white 
uniform, for colored clothes would soil 
the baby's frocks. 


When children grow older and go to 


school, the regime of the house must 
again be altered and a cook and a 
housemaid be kept, the latter to attend 
to a certain degree on the children.

SCRAWNY NECK. 


Now that it has been discovered that 


the linen collars worn by women for 
several years are ruining the beauty ol 
their necks remedies for scrawny ant? 
wrinkled necks are in demand. 


If there be a general absence of ftesli 


on the body, careful dieting will do at' 
that is required. As many as five meah 
a day may be indulged in, but they musi, 
bp taken at regular hours, allowing suf- 
ficient time for uigestion in between. 
Plenty of milk, milk puddings, eggs, 


bread, cakes, sweet fruits and all kinds 
of vegetables, meat well cooked and fish 
should be partaken of till signs of im- 
provement are visible. Then care must 
be observed that one does not err in the. 
other direction and become stout. Wher 
trying: to put on flesh, avoid everything 
acid, take plenty ot" warm baths and 
sleep and rest as much as possible. 


But if it be only the neck and shoul- 


ders which are scraggy and more flesh 
is not required or desirable on the rest 
of the body a different method must 
be pursued. Cod liver oil can be easily 
taken in a little cold water, with a 
pinch of salt afterward to remove the 
taste. 


The neck and shoulders must be bath- 


ed in warm water before retiring for tha 
night and olive or sweet oil well rub- 
bed in. In the morning, after bathing, 
rub gently and in a circular direction 
for about ten minutes, followed by tea 
minutes' exercise with dumbbells. 


Singing lessons always greatly im- 


prove the shape of the throat, aa this 
has a great deal to do with breathing 
properly. Take a deep breath and hold 
it as long as possible. Keep the neck 
always well and warmly covered.

Take some puff paste which has had 


six turns, roll it out about three-quar-

Charles T. Ralston Forges 


Names of Foster E Swift 


and A. O. Houghton- 


ATTEMPTED TO BAISE $1800 


Hoosac Savings Bank Su*peots Note 


cnJ Money Not Advanced. \ Mr 


Ralston Not in t 3 City. Case 


Elicits Sympathy. 


1*e city has had veiy few affairs 


•f so sensational a ehai after as the 
itntoment made this 
morning that 


Charles T. lialaton, a well known ex- 
nenspuper man and ex-Mayor Hough- 
ton's private s^cietary, 
had com- 


mitted the forgei y of the names of 
\. O. Houghtoh1 and Foster K. Sulft 


of his best fi itfiulH, to a savings 


bunk note of ll.SOO and had attempt- 
ed to realize upon the 
j>ame. 
The 


knessoi or Mr. Italston were well 


\nnv\n to a great many but no one 
had the lemotest Idea that they would 


j him into an art of this charac- 


ter, fildeed his friends arc all pained 
to believe 
that 
the man had any 


criminal intent. It is believed that 
either through protracted ill health 
his mind had become so' riubalanced 
that he was not responsible for the 
act, or else that he had been driven 
in desperation by his financial needs 
to raise money by this means in the 
full expectation that before the paper 
was due he would repay it. 


Since Mr. Ralston has been out of 


hts office as -mayor's private- secre- 
tary last January, where it was 
known that he \\as paid an amount 
equal to the salary of his chief's posi- 
tion, he has had no regular employ- 
ment. 
As bookkeeper for the bot- 


tling: concern of Whlilaw & Smith 
and in doing some special 
literary 


work for New York publishers, it was 
undei stood, however, that he was 
malting: a fair income. During re- 
ctnt months he has been seemingly 
in good spirits and has stated that he 


making 
considerable 
money. 


Generally impecunious and a 
poor 


financial manager it Is known that 
recently he has paid several of his 
obligations. In view of this apparent 
turn for the better in the tide of his 
affairs, his attempt to raise money by 
criminal means is a great surprise. 


On Wednesday afternoon at 2.30 


o'clock Mr. Ralston presented the note 
at the Hooaac savings bank. Treas- 
urer Richmond suspected that some- 
thing was wrong and told him it would 
be necessary to have placed upon the 
note the initials of the board of in- 
vestment, of •- whfcH1 'Cashier W. W. 
Butler of the 
Berkshire 
National 


bank is a member. Mr. Ralston start- 
ed for the Berkshire bank and 
soon as he did so Treasui °r Richmond 
informed Cashier Butler by telephone 
of his suspicions. 
As soon as Mr. 


Butler looked at 
thp note he saw 


that the signature of A. C. Houghton 
did not look right. That of Mr. Swift 
was excellent and Mr. Butler says he 
never would have thought of its being 


forgery. Mr. Swift has a habit of 


signing his business papers with blue 
ink and blue ink was used In placing 
his name on the note, which with the 
perfect imitation of his handwriting 
gave it every appearance of, genuine- 
ness. 


But the Houghton signature was 


faulty. Mr. Butler asked where Mr, 
Houghton was when he signed the 
note and Mr. Ralston said he waa in 
New York 
Mr 
Butler placed his 


initials on the note and sent Mr. Rals- 
ton back to the savings bank, tele- 
phoning ahead to Treasurer Richmond 
not to let him have the money. When 
Mr Ralston reached the savings bank 
Mr Richmond told him it would be 
necessary to get the initials of all the 
members of the board of investment 
and that the money could not be ob- 
tained before Thursday morning. Mr 
Ralston was very anxious to get the 
money at once,' ^ayfnff he1'wanted to 
go to New York on the 3 o'clock train, 
When he learned that he could nol 
get the money" that day he departed 
leaving the note in Mr. Richmond's 
possession. He was at the Wilson til

4 o'clock, but he disappeared 


tlmt night and has not since been 
seen in this city. 


Messrs. Houghton and Swift were 


consulted and both pronounced the 
signatures

The crime was deliberately planned 


and not the result of a sudden im- 
pulse.

Hoosac savings bank about the mid- 
dip of September and said he should 
want to raise $1,500 or $1,800 early in 
October. 
He asked If he could get 


the money on his note endorsed by 
Mr. Swift and Mr. Houghton and was 
told that he could. He asked for a 
blank note, which was given him, and 
went away. Last Friday or Satur- 
day he called at the bank and asked

saying that Mr. Swift had signed the 
one he i had ^ancl that when he took 
it to Mr. Houghton the latter would 
not sign it because he wanted his 
name to appear first on the note.
